Dallas, tex as, July 29.— If expen­ 
diture of money is taken into con­ 
sideration the coming meet of the 
State F a ir of Texas this fall, October 
IT to November I, next, will eclipse 
a1! preceding fairs in new buildings, 
entertaining features

exhibits. 
The earnings of the fair of 
1907, amounting to $105,000, are being 
expended by the officials of the as” 
sociation in building fitting homes for 
the various industries of the state, in 
exhibitions and premiums that will 
serve to develop these industries, and 
in clean and up-to-date entertaining 
for patrons of the fair. 
O f the sum 
mentioned the directors appropriated 
830,OOO for fine a rts ’ and ladies’ tex­ 
tile building; $25,000 for the comple­ 
tion of the agricultural and m anu­ 
facturer’s building and $40,000 for a 
new steel grandstand. 
The comple­ 
tion of the toilet and sewerage sys­ 
tem, begun last year, will necessitate 
$10,000, m aking a total of $105,000 for 
improvements. 
The above 
improvements are not 
haphazard.

are constructed 
for the years to come, 
and, 
when 
completed, will make the Texas State 
Fair grounds the greatest of the kind 
on the N orth 
American continent. 
'I’he grounds now absolutely swarm 
with workmen, all busy with their re 
spective duties, and each striving to 
outdo the other in getting these new 
structures completed by October I, 
seventeen

before 
the gates

W ith the beginning of the session 
1908-09, the University of Texas en­ 
ters upon the twenty-fifth year of its 
existence as an institution of learn 
ing. 
Exercises in celebration of this 
quarter-centenarv will be held at an 
appropriate time -thecoming Thanks­ 
giving season. 
While a review now 
of the history and achievements of 
the university will not be attempted, 
it is'proper to say that the hopes and 
aims of the founders of the republic, 
who incorporated provisions for the 
u n iversity in the fundamental law of 
the land, have been amply realized. 
Past accomplishments, however, are 
but predictions of future successes. 
The ideas and ideals now embodied 
in our great institutions must and 
will be enlarged and perpetuated foi 
all coming time. 
Standing as it does 
at the head of tile state's educational 
system, the university has led the 
way of progress in our educational 
history. 
She is allied to our public 
schools with an indissoluble tie, and 
regards their success and welfare as 
vital to lier own progress. 
Her thou­ 
sands of sons and daughters scatter­ 
ed over our wide domain are deeply 
imterested in every 
movement that 
seeks to promote the welfare of the 
-.tate, and especially in those plans 
for the enlargement and betterment of 
our educational system. 
Twenty-five years ago the universi­ 
ty was launched with only two de­ 
partments. acedemie and law, in in­ 
adequate quarters. 
Today the uni­ 
versity nj^intains five well equipped 
departments, each with its own es­ 
pecially adapted buildings. 
From a 
student enmdlraent 
of 221 the first 
year, it has now reached a total of 
24(52. 
The present is the greatest 
area of expansion in the institution s 
history, and how to provide for the 
large influx of students is a difficult 
problem for the Board of Regents to 
solve. 
In their care for the interests 
of the university and in their endeav­ 
ors to subserve and promote them, 
they should have the hearty co-opera­ 
tion 
and backing of the people of 
Texas, whose 
servants 
they 
are. 
More and more the university is win­ 
ning its way into the confidence and 
affection of our people. 
It richly de­ 
serves their support and devotion to 
its interests.
